OHIO ELECTION 
LAW CHANGE 
IS PRESSED 


Civil Liberties Union Is 
Sponsoring Zona’s 
Assembly Bill

CLEVELAND, March 3. — The 
Civil Liberties Union is sponsoring 
a bill introduced by Representative 
Zona of Cleveland calling for drastic 
changes in the Ohio Election Code. 

The bill known as H. B. 532 is 
designed to lower the number of 
signatures required to put indepen- 
dent state candidates on the ballot, 
to abolish the filing fee, to put into 
effect the universal primary ballot 
of secret balloting without declaring 
party affiliations and to give minor- 
ities a better chance of representa- 
tion: the bill provides for cumula- 
tive voting in all districts where 
more than one member of the leg- 


Under the present provisions of 
Section 4785-91 petitions €ontaining 
1 per cent of the total vote cast for 
governor at the last election is re- 


ing of candidates for the privilege 


quired for all state, district, county 
and municipal offices. This means 
on the basis of the 1936 vote ap- 
proximately 30,000 signatures for in- 
dependent state candidates. Under 
section 4785-70 only 1,000 signatures 
are required to nominate candidates 
for state office on the Republican 
and Democratic tickets. 

“This is certainly contrary to true 
democracy because it precludes rep- 
resentation of minority group in 
our processe: of government,” said 
Phillip Schoenbe g who helped draft 
the bill. 

“Our bill, if it becomes a law, will 
require only votes of 1 per cent of 
the total votes «ist instead of the 
present 10 per cent and 15 per cent 
to make minority parties a legal are 
party on the pallet.” 

“We also believe that democratic 

will Se better served if 
ing fees are abolished. The tax- 


of running for public office , wrong 
in principle c aue it makes moncy 
the basis of qualification for holding 
public office. Recently they were 
made unduly harsh in the case of 
candidates of minority political 
groups by legislative amendment. If 
the principle of filing fees sound 
then there is no limit to the amount 
that can be charged. Once wealth 
becomes the basis for the exercise of 
the elective franchise then democ- 
racy has been taken from the 
masses. 

“There is no necessity for the 
party declaration at a primary and 
all party voters can nominate can- 
didates of their respective parties 
without needless but dangerous dec- 
laration. Under a universal primary 
ballot each voter is given the same 
form of ballot upon which are sep- 
arate party columns listing all can- 
didates of the various . The

Bills which would restrict personal liberty may be 


® divided into five sections: 

(1) Gag laws, prohibiting free- 
dom of speech. 

(2) Laws to deport 
“subversive” activity. 

(3) Teachers’ oath laws. 


(4) Laws prohibiting American 
citizens from serving in military 
forces of any foreign government. 


(5) Laws to prevent Senate in- 
vestigation committees from bor- 
rowing employes from any govern- 
ment agency, and from utilizing any 
funds not specifically earmarked for 
such committees. 


FULMER GAG BILL 


Notable among the gag bills so 
far introdvged is that by Represen- 
tative Fulmer, which would make 
it a crime to become an employe 
of any group formed to “advocate 
overthrow of the government by 
force or assassination of any offi- 
cer,” or to advocate such overthrow 
individually, whether by word of 
mouth or by means of published 
material. A maximum penalty

Such bills in the past have in- 
variably been used, not against fas- 
cists who do advocate violence, but 
against working class and piorres- 
sive individuals and groups fighting 
for their civil and economic rights. 

The Communist Party, which has 
been made the victim of similar 
laws, has always declared that such 
laws cannot apply to it, but only 
to fascists and other reactionaries. 

This bill is an elaboration of the 
Tydings-McCormack “disaffection” 
bill, which has. been reintroduced 
in this session. 

Typical of the laws for deporta- 
tion of aliens is that of Rep. Dick- 
stein, which would expel persons, 
not citizens of the United States. 
engaged in activity “subversive of 
the principles of the Constitution 
or the laws of the United States.“ 
or for “unlawful political activity 
instigated from foreign sources.” 


AGAINST FOREIGN-BORN 


Other measures include Rep. 
May's bill, H.R. 2532, which names 
eight classes of aliens “inimical to 
the public interest” and authorizes 
the Secretary of Labor to deport 
them. Among these eight classes 

“all aliens engaged in espionage 
— a foreign government” and any 
alien who is associated directly or 
indirectly with any international 
political agency seeking to change 
the character of the government of 
the United States.” It will be 
noticed that violence is not men- 
tioned here, so that aliens who 
backed .cessation of child labor, for 


instance, in the United States, 
might be liable to deportation. 
Other measures discriminate 


against aliens in regard to 
ployment. 

Rep. Phillips has introduced a 
law intended specifically to prevent 
Americans from enlisting in the 
armed forces of democratic Spain. 
This measure says: 


WOULD PENALIZE ENLISTMENT 


“Any American citizen who en- 
lists or receives commission in any 
foreign military or naval service 
loses all rights and privileges of 
citizenship.” 

Since the beginning of Congress 
a concerted effort has been made, 
especially in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, to prohibit budgetary 
funds from being diverted to Sen- 
ate Investigating Committees, such 
as the LaFollette Civil Libérties 
and the Wheeler Railroad investi- 
gating bodies.

Anti-War and Fascism League’s Head Sees 
Legislative Conference of Progressives as 
Voice of Nation Addressing Congress 


“This session of Congress will be historic,” Dr. Harry 
F. Ward, national chairman of the American League 
Against War and Fascism, said yesterday.

FASCIST PLANES

GIJON, March 3.—Three fascist 
planes that sailed out of a misty 
sky today l.elpéd the Peoples Army 
completely isolate the rebels in 
edo. 

The planes dove down from above 
the hills after Basque militamen 
and Asturian miners had opened an 
offensive at San Claudio, the last 
rebel outlet from Oviedo. 

Visibility was poor. The fascist 
planes zoomed down close to the 
firing lines and sprayed the men 
of their own side with deadly ma- 
chine-gun fire, forcing a retreat of 
the insurgents, who abandoned 
hundreds of dead and wounded. 

The people's forces then drove a 
wedge into San Claudio, seizing 
this fortified suburb on the out- 
skirts of the city. 

San Claudio is in a narrow moun- 
tain pass through which Oviedo 
rebels were still able to communi- 
cate with the outside. 

For three hours before the planes 
appeared, Government artillery 
rained shells on the rebel positions, 
and kept up an unceasing machine- 
gun fire. 

In the meantime, other Govern- 
ment units stormed more streets 
leading them to the heart of the 
city, occupying a series of im- 
portant buildings in the vicinity of

The refusal of the World-Tele- 
gram to sign a contract with the 
Newspaper Guild of New York is 
the subject of a letter mailed today 
to more than 500 local unions. 

The World-Telegram's past liberal 
tradition, the letter states, “and its
